5. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yoshida et al (US 6,683,720 B2). 

Yoshida et al discloses a reflector (Figures 1-6, 1) for 
lighting comprising a reflective material made of a polymer 
membrane (column 5, lines 38-58) of which an average reflectance 
of 400 to 700 nm wavelength of at least one surface side is 85% 
or more (column 5, lines 20-23) and having a ridge-shaped uneven 
shape (Fig. 6) a reinforcing material having flexibility (10 and 
column 5, lines 30-36) , wherein the reinforcing material 
connects the bottom parts of concave parts with each other from 
the back side of the side of the one surface side of the 
reflective material to reinforce the uneven shape (see Fig. 6), 
wherein the reflective material are made of a polyester film 
(column 5, line 39) and has groove formed on at least a back 
side if an edge line part of a convex part (see Fig, 6) , wherein 
the reflector contains a plurality of reflective materials (see 
column 5, lines 38-58), wherein further a reflective material 
having 85% or more reflectance having no ridge-shaped uneven 
shape (see Fig. 1, one side is no ridge-shaped uneven shape), 
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and wherein the reflector is used in a back light device for 
displaying information (see column 1, columns 7-10) .
